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ee S. PARKHURST, practically self taught, is one of the few. 
artists who have been successful in their attempt to set upon canvas 
the changing glories of the Pacific. . ¢ 


Until several years ago he lived in Toledo and was known as a paintet 


and it was difficult to gain recognition in this field. Having painted the 
Atlantic from Labrador to the Gulf, Mr. Parkhurst set out to conquet 
the western ocean. He built himself a studio on a high bluff near 
Carmel-by-the-Sea, and spent two years intensively studying the ocean 
before he put anything on canvas. His work is especially distinctive in that 
he paints from a high point, looking into the depths of the water. This 
explains the fact that there is little sky showing in his paintings and that he 
has obtained a brilliant, shimmery quality not realized when looking out at 
the water. 


This is the first public exhibition of his work, after six years spent in 
California. The few art critics who have seen the paintings report them a 
revelation in the depiction of the moods of the sea. 


Mr. Parkhurst’s paintings will remain at the Muscum throughout 
October. On Monday evening, October 16, the artist will give a talk, 3 
Jlustrated with a number of lantern slides, on The Capri of California, | 
_ describing the beauties of the California coast, especially the region around 
Carmel.
